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PREUS DECLARES FOR 
CO-OPERATIVE SELLING 
TO IMPROVE MARKETS 


Keynote Speech, Devoted to Airi- 


culture, Asserts Plan Superior 


to State Ownership of T erm i­ 


nals — Says 
Producers 
Can 


Worst Middleman By Getting 


Together. 


Red Lake Falls, Minn.—Defects in 
the marketing 
system 
which 
have 
given the farm er a Justifiable grievance 
can be remedied by cooperative sell* 
ing. In the opinion of J A. O. Preus, 
republican candidate for governor, in 
his keynote speech here on the sub­ 
ject of agriculture. 
Mr. Preua declared that Minnesota 
farmers are determined to obtain and 
are entitled to improved 
marketing 
conditions. 
Pointing out the splendid 
success of cooperative creameries and 
similar institutions, he strongly urged 
that this idea be carried farther so 
that the farmers may compete with 
the middleman and get more of what 
the consumer pays for the necessities 
of life. 
The co-operative plan, 
Mr. 
I*reus 
said, has proved so practicable 
and 
profitable that he believes It far supe­ 
rior In results to the socialistic scheme 
of state ownership of terminal m ar­ 
kets, with Its attendant political mani­ 
pulation. 
His speech follows: 
Farming Is Basic Industry. 
"The platform adopted by the repub­ 
lican national convention of June 8. 
15*20. declared that 'the fanner Is the 
backbone of the nation, that farming 
Is the basic industry of this nation, has 
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J. A. O PREUS 


always been recognized and inserted 
by the republican party.’ 
That it is 
the basic industry of the State of Min­ 
nesota was recognised at the repub­ 
lican convention in Bt. Paul, May 8, 
1920. 
“Until the time of the Civil war. the 
United States was recognised as being 
almost purely an agricultural country. 
Since that time the United States bas 
moved with marvel (Mi s rapidity toward 
becoming an industrial nation and to­ 
day we find that approximately 74 per 
cent of the population of the United 
States is in cities, as against 26 per 
cent In the country. 
“ Here in the state of Minnesota, 
recognized as one of the leading 
agricultural states In the 
union 
and frequently spoken of as ‘the 
bread and butter state.’ we find 
that our city population is now 68 
per cent and our country popula­ 
tion is approximately 32 per cent 
of the total population. 
"F or a number of years, we have 
heard In Minnesota as well as through­ 
out the United States the cry of ‘back 
to the farm.* 
The reason is that the 
Unit**d States has gradually approach­ 
ed the point, despite Its tremendous 
agricultural areas and fertile soils of 
becoming un industrial rather than an 
agricultural nation. 
This is demon­ 
strated by the fact that today our Im­ 
portations of food stuffs practically 
equal our exportations thereof 
While 
many causes have contributed to this 
great change In the activities of our 
people, the chief reason, it must he 
agreed, is that city life Is more attrac­ 
tive than rural life. 


Qreat Farming Possibilities. 
"Few eommunltles have the agricul­ 
tural possibilities which the state of 
Minnesota is fortunate In possessing 
Not to speak of more intensive fanning 
methods, let it merely he remembered 
that out of 51,000.000 odd acres of land 
in the state of Minnesota not more 
than 40 per cent thereof is producing, 
and but one-sixth of the total is under 
the plow. 
When our lands are fully 
developed, we shall have at least 35 
per cent under the plow and 40 per 
te n t in improved meadows and pas­ 
tures with the balance in improved 
forests. 
There are no waste lands in 
Minnesota. 
“There is but one way of remedy­ 
ing this evil both in our state and 
nation, and that is to make farm 
life so attractive and so remuner­ 
ative that the young man in the 
cities will wish as much to seek 
employment in the country as the 
young man in the country seeks 
occupation 
in the cities. 
This 
statement cannot be taken as an 
appeal to a clans, for success in 
this direction will be a boon both 
to our state and nation. 
“There is, perhaps, not a fanner in 
Minnesota today who is not dissatisfied 
over the difference in the price which 
(Ut receives fur UU ta w material aud ; 


"We must make farm life so at­ 
tractive and remunerative that the 
young man in the cities will wish 
as much to seek employment in the 
country as the young man In the 
country seeks 
occupation 
in 
the 
cities." 
"There Is perhaps not a farmer 
in Minnesota today who is not dis­ 
satisfied over the difference in the 
price which he receives for his raw 
material and that which the con­ 
sumer pays for the finished product 
made therefrom." 
"There are many needless inter­ 
mediaries and middlemen who re­ 
ceive for their services far more 
than they are entitled to for the 
work they do." 
"lf the farmer could be enabled 
to make the same profits on farm 
produce as the middleman, profit 
eering would cease." 
"Co-operative 
enterprises, 
con­ 
trolled exclusively by the farmers, 
offer the best remedy for marketing 
conditions, 
lf the state should en­ 
gage in these enterprises, the state 
would have thousands of employees 
subject to political appointment." 
“Co-operative fire Insurance com 
panics have caved farmers from 
$20,000,000 to $30,000,000. 
"State 
ownership 
would 
take 
away the authority from the indi­ 
vidual and place It in the hands of 
the state. 
The farmers’ business 
would become political." 


that which the consumer pays for the 
finished product made therefrom. 
Discusses Marketing Problem. 
“Borne people would have you be 
Hove that this tremendous difference 
which can he observed In some of the 
most ordinary necessaries of life Is flue 
only to tho abnormal profits of the 
middlemen whom they call profiteers 
This Is partly true hut It Is not the 
only reason for the wide margin of 
prices 
bet ween 
producer 
and 
con­ 
sumer. 
“It Is called to the attention of the 
farm er that in a suit of clothes which 
costs $50, not more than $5 goes ta 
him for tho wool which Is contained In 
the garment. 
This is less than the 
product of one Minnesota sheep. 
The

“However it is the marketing 
problem of farm 
produce which 
discloses a wide disparity between 
the price received by the farmer 
and that paid by the consumer. 
There are many 
needless 
inter 
mediaries and middlemen who re­ 
ceive for their services far more 
than they are entitled to for the 
work they do in bringing the raw 
product to the consumer. 
These 
men are called profiteers, because 
they exact excessive profits. They 
should be eliminated as far as pos­ 
sible. 
lf the profiteers could be 
placed directly in competition with 
the farmer and the farmer be en 
abled to make the same profits as 
the middleman on farm produce, 
profiteering would cease. 
"Two plans have been suggested in 
the past few years and iwve been dis 
cussed thoroughly at grain grow ers’, 
live stock breeders’ and other farm ers’ 
congresses, as they have 
also 
been 
thoroughly considered by the 
Ameri­ 
can Farm Bureau federation with its 
membership in the United States of 
about 1.250.000. 
Co operative Marketing as Rsmedy. 
"One plan advocated is that of hav­ 
ing state owned 
elevators, 
packing 
houses, factories, mills, term inals, and 
so forth, operated by the state In coin- 
pelitiou with the privately owned ele­ 
vators. warehouses and so forth. 
The 
other plan proposed is that of having 
more co-operative elevators added to 
the 352 which we now have throughout 
the state and through which approxi­ 
mately 40 per cent of our grain is mar­ 
keted, as well as having other w are­ 
houses to take care of all other pro 
ducts of the farms of the state of Min­ 
nesota. to he owned and controlled ox 
elusively by the farmers aud operated 
on a co-operative plan. 
"Would It not be well for the farmers 
to consider which plan w ill he most to 
their interest? 
One proposes bonding 
the state and taxing all the people in 
the state for these purposes and then 
having state owned plants to be ad 
ministered by all the people of the 
state. 68 per cent of whom live in the 
cities and villages and 32 per cent on 
the farms, 
lf the state should engage 
in these various enterprises, the state 
would have thousands of employees 
subject to political appointment or un­ 
der a civil service law which would get 
about the same results and efficiency 
out of the employees which the federal 
government receives from its various 
departments 
“Would it net he hatter for tho 


farmers to consider the co-opera­ 
tive plan? 
Co-operation is the op­ 
posite of state ownership. 
Co op­ 
eration 
develops 
the 
individual 
farmer’s authority over his own 
business in as much as he remains 
in charge of 
his 
business, and 
when it becomes too big for him 
to handle as an individual, he and 
other farmers handle their busi­ 
ness 
collectively. 
One 
farmer 
alone cannot have the advantage 
in shipping and selling his produce 
which he can secure by combining 
the efforts of a large number «jf 
farmers. 
"State ownership would take the au­ 
thority away from the individual and 
place it in the hands of the state as a 
whole. 
The farmers* business would 
then become political. 
Packing Company An Example. 
"Here in Minnesota, we have at this 
time what is known as th** Farm ers 
Terminal Racking company located at 
Newport, Just across the river from 
Month St. Paul. 
The par king company 
is a stock company em bracing 14,000 
farmers, all of whom ar*; stockholders. 
Th** farm ers have tho entire voice In 
the running of this corporation. 
They 
are incorporated under the co-operative 
law of th** stat** of Minnesota known 
as Chapter 
382, 
laws 
1919 
Every 
farmer has one vote regardless of the 
amount of stork he holds 
This pack­ 
ing plant has disclosed that there are 
needless middlemen between the farm ­ 
ers and consumers for the stock sold 
by the farm ers ami butchered at the 
packing 
plant 
places 
th** 
farm ers 
through Its agency, the packing plant, 
directly in contact with the retailer or 
the consumer, himself. 
“Another example of successful co­ 
operation can he found in th** case of 
th** citrus growers in California, Every 
person is familiar with the “Sunkist" 
lemons 
and 
oranges. 
These 
fruits 
have been marketed by th** farm ers of 
California through their own mark* t- 
Ing agency and are sold directly to 
your storekeeper from th** farm ers co­ 
operative exchange belonging to and 
operated by th** fruit growers of Call 
foruia. 
Th** farm er has given up his 
right to Individually sell his fruit to 
whomsoever he wishes and has com 
blned wltti his farm er associates 
to 
Jointly sell his produce with them. 
In 
1919, the citrus fruit growers of Call 
fornla did a business of nearly $120,- 
000,000 
Successful in Minnesota. 
"Our 
farm ers 
of 
Minnesota have 
been aw akened to the benefits which 
can be derived through cooperative 
exchanges 
We have today approx! 
ma'ely 
3,300 
cooperative 
organics 
tlons 
Among these might be men 
Honed th** farm ers' mutual fire tnsur 
anre companies 
In 1879 th** tlrst mu 
taal fir** Insurance company was or­ 
ganized for th** purpose of Insuring 
farm buildings only. 
"Mine** that time dow*n t * the pres 
enf there have been organized 161 com 
pantos. 
They have sold it surance to 
our farm ers at an average of 15 rents 
a hundred. 
The lowest annual rat** in 
stock companies is 75 rents per annum 
and most farm Insurance is written on 
an annual business. 
More business 
has been written at a rat** of $t 50 and 
$2 a hundred and it is safe to say that 
tho 
co-operative organizations have 
saved the fanners from $20,000,000 to 
$30,000,000. 


“The co operative creameries, of 
which there are a total number of 
630 in the state, disclose daily to 
the farmers what a co operative in­ 
stitution can do. 
The prices re­ 
ceived at the creamery 
by the 
farmer for his raw product which 
is made into butter Is not to ex­ 
ceed 5 per cent less than the price 
paid by the consumer in the cities. 
The difference is contained in the 
actual cost 
of manufacture and 
transportation. 
“ Under th** agricultural department 
established at the last session of our 
legislature, 
co-operative 
enterprises 
have been greatly encouraged 


Potato Men Point Way. 
"Just recently a potato exchange em ­ 
bracing about 90 potato associations, 
was establish***! and th** purpose of the 
Minnesota 
Potato 
exchange 
is 
to 
handle the products of its members st 
the actual cost of selling. 
Members of 
the Minnesota Potato exchange are so­ 
cieties of farmers, each society aggre­ 
gating generally shout 75 members, 
who either build their own warehouses 
or louse buildings for such purposes. 
These societies having row been com­ 
bined in the 
Minnesota 
Potato ex­ 
change will he in a position, as the 
agency of the farmers, to market the 
potato crops of Minnesota farms any­ 
where throughout the world. 
"One of the leading 
questions 
therefore before the farmer of Min­ 
nesota today is whether he will 
engage in co-operation with other 
farmers of the state, or elsewhere 
if he wishes, for the purpose of 
marketing his products and pur­ 
chasing 
his 
own 
supplies, 
or 
whether he will have the state do 
these things for him. 
"The United d rain Grow-ere of Can 
ada now has a membership of 35,O<>0 
farmers. 
It is a stock company. 
The 
stockholders are all farmers. The cap­ 
ital stock was until recently $5.000.000 
and a m em ber can hold IOO shares of 
the value of $25 each. hut he Is en­ 
titled to only one vote, thereby recog­ 
nizing the mutual or co-operative idea, 
which is not based on the amount of 
stock which any one person holds. No 
cue but a farmer eau purchase such 
stock 
The company has an elevator 
at Fort William is leased to it by the 
Canadian Pacific railway and which 
has a capacity of 2,600.000. 
It has an­ 
other elevator at Port Arthur with a 
capacity of 3.500.000 bushels. 
These 
elevators have both made money for 
the farm er stockholders hy way of set 
ting aside a surplus for developing the 
business or declaring dividend*. 
The 


record of these tn o elevator*; Is v*>ry 
mueh better than that of the govern­ 
m ent owned elevator. 
Could Be Done Here. 
"The ‘United Grain Growers, Lim it­ 
ed,’ has a marketing service covering 
both country and terminal elevators 
for grain and also **ngag**s in export 
business, 
It has a separate live stock 
business and sells its stock at regular 
m arkets aud 
supplies 
stockers 
arid 
feeders for farmer- 
It also has a co­ 
operative 
machinery 
busine s 
and 
handles farm Implements and other 
supplies 
It buys and sells farm lands 
for its members as well as others and 
operates this business is conjunction 
with an Insurance department. 
It also 
has some standing tim ber and operates 
a mill thereon. 
"In Minnesota such an a social ion 
could he organized under Chapter 382, 
laws 1919, known as the co-operative 
organization act. Some slight changes 
would hi* necessary hut if such an as­ 
sociation were organized with its stock 
company for marketing and purchasing 
farm products and supplies, it could 
purchase a membership in the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce of Minneapolis and 
Duluth on behalf of th** farm ers of the 
state of Minnesota. 
Compete With Middleman. 
"This company, owned by th** farm ­ 
ers, controlled by th*! 
farmers, 
and 
having equal right of purchasing and 
selling in th** Chamber of Commerce, 
could engage on a competitive basis 
with tin* middleman now 
found 
be­ 
tween th** producer and th** consumer 
of farm products In any business 
in 
which the members of the Cham ber of 
Commerce now engage in. 
lf the farm­ 
ers should view this plan with sk**|e 
tlcism and doubt, they may with all 
propriety do their own buying and sell­ 
ing without the aid of the Cham ber of 
Commerce provided they nm sufficient­ 
ly large and have an amount of busi­ 
ness sum* lent to make it practicable. 
The Farm ers Equity ex* h mg** is fol­ 
lowing the latter plan. 
In connection 
with cir-operation in Canada let it not 
escape your attention that originally 
the farm ers in Canada wanted term inal 
elevators to be owned and operated by 
th** government 
They found after ex- 
perience that it was a failure 
ami 
turned to co-operation as til** solution 
of t ti * * I r problems. 
"Our farmer*. I believe, are de­ 
termined In securing other mar­ 
keting condition* than those which 
now prevail. They must, I believe, 
choose between the state owned 
plan where all the people of Min­ 
nesota, 68 per cent of whom are 
in cities and only 32 per cent in 
the country, will control, or the 
co-operative plan of ownership and 
operation by the farmers and farm­ 
ers alone. 
"Just recently. Senator Harding, th** 
splendid republican nominee for presi­ 
dent of the United States, stated:
